Twenty-eight pumps in various parts 
of Chicago were tested. Twenty-six 
gave short measure and two gave slight 
excess. Only five were correct within 
the aliowed limits of error. 

The investigators criticized severely 
the methods of municipal inspectors. 
In a city of 25,000 it was found the of- 
cial city sealer had inspected and sealed 
twenty-two pumps, of which only four 
were correct. Nowhere, not excepting 
Chicago, are pumpe inspected often and 
accurately enough. 


State Inspection Urged. 
“Aas the official responsibie for licens- 
in Illinois and the nominal 
custodian of state standard weights and 
measures, I shall recommend to the next 
légisiature that a state department of 
weights and measures be created with a 
‘force of expert inspectors sufficient to 
insure honest dealing by gasoline sales- 
men,” said Mr, Stevenson. 

Mr. Stevenson pointed out that short 
gales were not confined to retailers, but 
that on the contrary they were fre- 
‘quently the victims of short measure.

They know that between the average American 
and the average Englisiiman there is a decided 
difference ip speech—nvot so much in the charac- 
ter of the words used or in the quality of the 
grammar as in enunciation. And comparison re- 
fiects little credit on the American. The differ- 
ence is simply thay the average Englishman gives 
each syliable its full weight and the average 
American runs his syllables together. 

In @ paper recently read before a convention 
of physicians at White Sulphur Springs Dr. 
Charles PF. Grayson of Philadelphia said that the 
trouble with American speech is that, through 
indifference and lack of proper training in chiid- 
hood and youth, we slur and clip and muddle our 
syllables to such an extent that the words of 
which they are parts become more or less unrec- 
ognitable.” The remedy which he suggests is, 
naturally, early training. But who ig to do th» 
training? American school teachers are often as 
much at fault as other Americans, and the par- 
ents are the product of a system that has like- 
wise produced no change in the character of 
American enunciation — a 3 :
